Tho 
gentleman in question related something which 
in not generally koowo—that a large percont- 
age of tho crimes which are com mitted locally 
are porputrated by what may be styled “rogues 
vagabonde,” wanderers who have no 
roof to shelter them. ‘These are the men who 
are generally enught ip the aot of descending 
down pipes, cf snatching jewellery from women, 
and of holding up passers-by in the back streets 
of the City. About midnight they are to be 
seen journeying with th ir mats to some quiet 
street where they muako of tho footpath their 
couch, ‘here they lis uatil all is quiet, and 
thenvanture forth to prey upon sume late 
reveller or {o enter 9 house where opportunity 
offers, Now, in Singaporo or Saigon euch 
characters are alwaya basished, in most 
instances bofore they have had time or oppor. 
tunity to break the law. But in Hongkong

A CHINESE HOUSFBREAKER'S 
METHOD. ; 


SKILFUL BUT DANGEBOUS. 


A report of what appeared to ba attempted 
arsou, which was made to Inspector Ritchie 
at the Ceutral Police Station on Sunday 
morning, has revealed a Chinese method of 
housebreaking which, although long in vogue, 
has seldom, if ever, beon made public, On 
the mornivg in question the inmates of a.shop 
at No. 30 Upper Siation Street reported that 
some one had tried to set fire ta the staircase 
leading to the first and second floors above the 
shop. At the bottom of the stairs ‘2 quantity 
of cloth saturated with kerosene, and ae 
small tin’ full of the oil was found. 
At -the. sawe time Jt was © discovered 
(hat the partition wall dividiag the shop from 
the entrance to ‘the upper floors was on tira. 
Tho blaze was immediately quolled and the 
police communicated with.. After they hud 
visited the place, und made careful in. 
quirias, they came tothe conclusion that it wos 
not a case of attempted arson, but that Chinese 
robbers h’ad been ondeavouring, by means of 
an old practice, to gain entrance to the shop 
on the ground floor, end had probably bean 
disturbed while so employed, ond décampad. 
To avoid making « noisa the Chinese robber, 
inatead of forcing open a door, burns o holo

SHIPPING RINGS COMMISSION. 
INTERESTING EVIDENCE. 

Tho Royal Commission on shipping Riogs 
mot on March 1!) at Winchester Houae, London, 
The Rt. Hoo, Arthur Cohoa, K.C., presided. 
Some highly interesting evidence in ragard to 
froights from and to China, 23 they are 
alfvetad by the Conference, was given by Mr, 
Charles Schlee, who reprasented the East India 
aud China section of the Tondon Chamber of 
Commerce, Tho nature of the interests he had 
in the op:ration of shipping rings waa as a 
shipper of produce from China. We give it 
us reproduced in the W.-C. Datty News: 

The Chairman: How far back does your 
experience dnte?-—From 1835, when my fiem 
was agent in Hankow (China) for the China 
Shippors’ Mutual Staem Navigation Company, 
ostensibly formad by shippers to oppoas Cone 
ference lines, Théo company, however mwa 
abandoned the policy on whieh it was founded, 
and joined the conference. Lt was ultimately 
absorbed by Holt's Line, 

Yon say that British trnde in China is very 
advertely affeoted by the system of deforred | 
rebates ?—~That is my opinion from my dealings 
witb them, In consequence of their poworful 
combination they maintain rites of freight to 
London at’ a level grosily dliepropnriionsie ta 
thoso ruliag to countries ont of their sphare of. 
influence. Whenovor they have ben approached 
to consider the serious disadvantages thst their 
London supporters and British trade suffer in 
consrynance, no consideration has boen give to 
the matter whatever, Conference rates from 
China to London haveraledaboutthesame during 
the past ten years, whereas Conferunca Haws 
hore chartered vesuels. to othér covntries'and for 
other nationalities at very much lower rates, thus 
handicapping British competitors for produce 
in the Iast, and causing injury to British trade 
by adversely affecting London os a distributing 
centre consequent on China produce beiag 
diverted to other warkets by reagon of the 


chonper fralght, Yn order todo this sucossfully 
they have haon gradually forced to admit more 
atid more lines of ull nationalities into-the Con- 
forenoa, some of which I havo good reasons for 
‘oblioving are getting n large share of the trade 
by giving inducempnts privately, ot perbaps by 
‘actually churging leas freight per ton, bat by 
favourable mensuromonts. : 

Can you give us 6 striking illustration id 
support of your argnment?—In August, 105, 
2 chartered a steamer of 6,10! tons at 26s. 64, 
por tor, leas 19 per dent. deferron rebate. Rates 
from Hankow to.Qdesea. ere rating at 20a, to 
95s, at the time, and from Hankow to New 
York ubout 35s. ‘The Conference was under the 
impression that’ the steamer was loading for 
other than Conferance ports, so it madly no op- 
position, Hed they known, it would have driven 
my voseel off the horth by cirealating its vsnsels 
at a lower rato whilst this outside steamer was 
in the port, Whilst having often had offers of 
reasunable rates by the P. & O, Company and 
othet Confereuca lines for chartering to non- 
Conferenc ports, an attompt to get a reason- 
able one for London was out of the’ qaes- 
tiot. Had. I not ben able te obtain a rate 
for London avproximating those to other 
countries the 3,00,000-lb. of tea the vessel 
earried would never have como to London, but 
would have baen diverted to other markets 
where cheaper freights ware ruling. . 

What is your grievance against the Confer 
ence?- It does not-deal fairly witn its 
supporters, 11 curtails British trade instead of 
widooing it.’ Wora ite rates governed by the 
general freight market there would ba no 
grievance, as London shippers would be on tha, 
same footing as shippers to othor markets, and: 
London trade would be larger in counequence. 
Tta action favours the expansion of foreign 
trade at the expanse of British,

What remedies do you propose ?=I think 

it would bo » step in the right direction if 
it-were made obligatory by law that atl bills 
of lading of Couference lines should havo it 
distinetly stated that the rates were aubject to 
whatever deferred rebate was given by such 
lines. Shippers sometimes like the systema 
of rebates because it does not bind them to 
retuen the rebate to their constituents. The 
shipper has fo eiga tho Conference rebate 
form, not the recipient of the goods, to obtain 
his rebate, and it is,a~ mattor of private 
arrangement . betweett shipper and consignee 
whether the rebate is pafd over to the, latter. 
The ouly real remedy I can. see is ia combination 
among shippers to do all they. can to dif. 
courage open competition by chartering outside 
steamers when circumstauces permit, An as- 
sociation for tuat purpose would, I think, obtain 
alorge membership. Ifany law could be framed 
to make deferred rebates illegal, it would in my 
opinion, bain thy interests of British trade, 
“"T suppose it is not denied that the ssilings of 
the Conference lines are very rogular, and that 
the rates of freight urenot varied very frequent- 
ly #-—Thatis so, 

Do these adenntages arise in consey uence of a 
system of rebatea?—-The majority of lines in 
this Ching Conference, probably. tiva-eighthe, 
are mail steamors, 80 they are obliged to kee; 
up a regular supply. ; , 

What is the disadvantage of this rebate 
system ?—Et practically ties you hand and foot 
for a period of twelve or eighteen months, it is 
cumbersome and wholly wunecerary, * 

Do-.you aay it enables them to exact an 
unreasonably high rate of freight? —It certainly 
puts a great power in their ‘hand, but if the 
rates were excessively high, I think it would 
lead ultimately to 5 grest combination of 
shippers. (one 

‘Witness said in one case he had got tea 
dolivered in the London market through New 
York cheaper than if it had come direct. 

In that instance you defeated the (Yonferance? 
—Cortainly,. and I wonld doit every time. 
What wo want is more combination against the
